Milk Concentrates 
‘9 Frozen Form May 
> Boon to Mankind 


CHICAGO, ILL, Frozen milk 
concentrate may be available to re 
tail customers within two years, ac: 
cording to John M, Fox, president 
of a large dairy corporation, 

Fox said that many companies, 
encouraged by the boom in frozen 
orange juice ice, were working on 
methods of putting milk concen- 
trate in the familiar six-ounce cans 
The concentrate would be cheaper 
than fluid milk, he added, 

Although still facing some serious 
laboratory difficulties, milk concen 
trate is in about the same position 
as frozen orange juice concentrate 
was in 1944, and the industry has 
much more technical knowledge to 
apply to existing problems, Fox 
said. 

Fox said that milk concentrate 
was the industry's ‘most exciting’’ 
potential product because of the 
possibilities of cost reduction in 
dairy commodities. One of the econ- 
omies, he explained, would be in 
handling milk at the time of surplus 
production, 

Similar in some respects to that 
used in orange juice, the milk con- 
centration process involves taking 
the water out at low temperatures 
in a high vacuum, he said, 

‘It does present, some serious 
technical problems,’’ he added. 
“The proteins in milk are a new 
element to work with, So far no one 
has solved the complete stabiliza- 
tion of the end product so that it 
will keep well in storage."’ 

Another frozén food firm execu- 
tive said that ‘n the future house- 
wives would be able to keep a 
month's supply of milk in the re- 
frigerator in six ounce cans, The 
six ounce can will make a pint and 
one-half (24 ounces) of whole milk 
when water is added, he reported. 
He said that about half a dozen 
firms currently were working to 
perfect the process,

He spread the word among the 
townspeople and the crowd began 
to gather, Some 500 persons live 
in the settlement, By midnight,

May Have Planted 42 


Some students believed as late 
as 1932 that around 42 trees dated 
back to Washington's time, 
only the 16 now are included in 
the ‘undoubtedly planted by Wash- 
class, 

“It's entirely possible that Gen- 
eral Washington himself took a 
hand in the actual planting of 
some of them, at least he prob- 
ably stood by and directed the 
work personally,"’ Fisher says. 
“That is certain because of the 
interest he showed in the estate, 
the evidence of which is in his 
diaries and other writings.” 

The 16 trees consist of two white 
ash (Fraximus Americana), one 
American elm (Ulmus Americana), 
one hemlock (Tsuga Canadensis), 


| four American hollies (Ilex Opaca), 


two honey locusts (Gleditsia Tria- 
canthos), two Kentucky coffee 
bean trees (Gymnocladus Diocia), 
one Linden or Lime (Tilia Glabra), 
one white mulberry (Morus Alba), 
two poplars (Lirodendron Tulip- 
ifera.) 

The discovery of some old photo- 
graphs eliminated many trees from 
the list that up to that time had 
been designated ‘Washington 
planted,” : 

These are wet plate photographs 
taken at about the same time of the 
Civil War, showing trees near the 
mansion.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND, — It’s a 
stenographer’s business, of course, 
to write letters—but when one 
writes letters in the sky which are 
one mile wide and two miles high,

Betty Pettitt is the stenographer 
who writes those huge letters in the 
sky.

Betty started pilot's train- 
ing, got a private license in 1942 
and enlisted as a women’s air 
force service pilot the following 
February. After that, she tested 
planes. When the Wasps were dis- 
banded, she stayed on at Napier 
Field, Ala., as a Link trainer in- 
structor for a year,

the end of flying opportunities for 
women, she found. She served 
stints as an airline co-pilot and 
hostess in New Jersey, ferried 
small planes for distributors, and 
then started to work as a pilot- 
secretary for a New York al 
wholesaler. Then Betty's boss -e- 
came too ill to fly.

Long Miles Just Routine 
To Car Road Test Pilots 


NEW YORK.—Washington to St. 
Louis, 806 miles; Dallas to Denver, 
803 miles; New York to Atlanta, 
875 miles. These distances repre- 
sent two or three days of tough, 


hard driving for the ‘“speediest’’ 
of tourists. 
But for the road-test drivers, 


such distances are just a day’s 


' work, For example, one group of 


test drivers recently set a record 
of better than 800 miles per day 
for 70 days—and that in the blis- 
tering heat along the Mexican bor- 
der that ranged as high as 110 de- 
grees. Fourteen hours every day, 
six days a week, at speed aver- 
aging 60 miles per hour, six cars 
were pushed over a 200-mile route. 
The pace was maintained for more 
than 50,000 miles—a distance equal 
to five years’ mileage for the av- 
erage family car, 

The terrific driving record was 
made in road-testing performance 
of a new motor oil developed by 
Continental Oil company. In a tear- 
down of the motors at the end of 
the long run, measurements of 
moving parts under observation 
of technicians of the Southwest Re- 
search Institute showed no wear 
of any consequence, In fact, actual 
measurement with highly sensitive 
instruments showed the wear av- 
eraged less than one one-thou- 
sandth of an inch on eylinders and 
Original factory ma- 
chining marks were still visible on 
piston rings. 

Another result of the road test 
was the demonstration economy of 
operation, Gasoline mileage for the 
last 5,000 miles was as good as for 
the first 5,000—actually there was 
an average difference for the fleet 
of only 4/100 of a mile per gallon, 
or 184 feet,

HE MORE GENUINELY Chris- 

tian the church is, the more it 
is likely to. run into opposition 
There are several reasons for this, 
For one thing, the church stands 
for love, and the generosity and un- 
selfishness, the sympathy and 
even the sacrifice that go with 
love and are produced by it. But 
“what makes the world go ’round,”’ 
—the world of the politician, the 
money-maker, the social climber, 
the war-maker, the world of the 
power-thirsty in every sphere— 
what makes that world go ’round 
is pride, selfishness, shoving- 
ahead, Me-firstness, The selfish 
and the proud do not take kindly 
to love of the Christian sort, indeed 
they despise it as a weakness, 


But the church, when it is a 
true church, stands up for Hu- 
manity even when it has to 
stand against Profits; and the 
man for whsm Profit is the 
first law of life never under- 
stands the attitude of the 
church, Then the church (when

GLENBROOK, CONN, — A new 
type of telescope, the first of its 
kind ever built, designed to pene- 
trate farther than ever before in- 
to the vastnes of the Milky Way 
with its hundreds of billion stars 
has been transferred by its mak- 


ers to representatives of three na 
tions. They will collaborate in its 
use in South Africa, 

The new telescope, a marvel of 
optical precision, will enable as: 
tronomers to photograph areas in 
the Milky Way 30,000 light years. 
or 180 quadrillion miles away. It 
will produce star images of near- 
perfect quality over an area of the 
sky equal to almost 100 times the 
area covered by the full moon, 


Its penetration into space will 
be three times greater than pres- 
ent instruments of similar design, 
which limited the detailed explora- 
tion of the Milky Way to a dis- 
tance of 10,000 light-years. (A 
light-year Is the distance traveled 
by light in a year at a speed of 
180,000 miles a second, or six tril- 
lion miles.)

The new explorer of space is 
known as a Baker-Schmidt type 
of telescope, a greatly improved 
version of the famous telescope in- 
vented by Richard Schmidt of 
Hamburg, Germany, which com- 


bined the ability of the reflecting 
telescope to penetrate to great 
distances with that of the refractor 
type’s ability to cover a wide area
